The first school phy- 
sicians.. were employed by Boston in 
1*94. No*' taere is an army of nearly 


IjBQO of them.' The -first school nurses 
were employed by New York nine 
years ago. Now they number . be- 
tween four and five hundred and are 
employed by 80 cities. Sixty-nine 
cities are regularly employing dentists 
to care for the teeth of their chil- 
dren.
